1873 — An Account of houses standing in the south part of Kensington 100 years since — Griswold Family 
Scrapbook: The place now occupied by John Wilcox was then occupied by Mr. Nathaniel Cole with an 
old house standing on it. This house still stands at 1324 Kensington Rd. It was built ca 1770 by either 
Nathaniel Cole III (1749-1841) or his father Nathaniel Cole Il (1716-1778). Smith’s 1855 map shows teo 
structures close by each other, under the name Sylvester Elton. He inherited the property from 
Nathaniel Cole. The southern one may be the older house referred to here, and a later brick barn have 
been built on its foundation in the late 1800s. Nathaniel Cole’s inventory of 1841 indicates a home lot of 
70 acres with buildings worth $4300, ND front house with 10 acres worth $500 as well as additional 
property. It is possible the older house could have been built by Nathaniel Cole (1678-1743) whose wife 
Elizabeth Woodford received property from her father or brother Joseph Woodford at her marriage in 
1707. Census records from 1860 suggest Oswin Stanley may have been living in this older house, but it 
probably disappeared before 1900. It is not mentioned in the deed to Charles & Matilda Claudelin when 
they purchased the property.

17 OTHER NOTABLE FEATURES OF BUILDING OR SITE (interior and/or extertor) 


The Sylvester Elton House has a three-bay facade with the entry 

on the left. The entry has plain pilasters, a wide plain entablature 
with a central molding, and a simple molded cap. Prominent plain 
corner pilasters rise to the frieze, and there is a partial return 
across the gable ends. Windows are fitted with recent 12-over-12 
sash; there is a single wide rectangular attic window, probably ori- 
ginal. To the left is a full-height ell with a modern bay window and 


an additional entry.

Although much of the exterior material is new (including all the vis- 
ible fabric in the ell), the Sylvester Elton House is significant as 
a good example of the Greek Revival style. Typical Greek Revival 
features include the trabeated entry, plain corner pilasters, gable- 
to-street orientation, and the rectangular attic window. 


Sylvester Elton bought an eight-acre lot from Isaac Norton in 1832, 
and this house was probably built shortly thereafter. Elton con- 
tinued to live in the house until the 1850s.
